Then taere 
was a long interval in which ao one ar- 
rived and for a time it seemed as if a quo- 
rum could not be made up. City Clerk 
Brooker went to the telephone in the 
mayor's office and called up the offices 
and places of business of some of the 
members. 
He got many reasons why 


members could not be present and at last 
got a promise of two. A little longer and 
Mr. Tower and Mr. Tilton came. It was 
lacking five minutes of 8 o'clock when 
there was a quorum and the president's 
gavel fell. 


I'lesiilrm Brnccwcll Explains. 


Business was begun almost immediately. 


Tho reading of the journal was dispensed 
with and the records stood approved. 
Then President Braeewell addressed the 
council stating he wished it understood 
that he was a trifle in error at the last 
meeting of the council.

matter of courtesy for the mayor to trans- 
mit such nominations to the council. 


Mr. Whitakor inquired if the council

There were no more communication-!, 


no unfinished business, nothing under the 
several divisions of the order of business 
until reports of committees was reached. 
Under this head Mr. Whitaker reported 
that the committee on supplies was at- 
tending to the printing of the mayor's 
address, but needed more time to com- 
plete the work. The president explained 
that the committee had a month ;to do its 
work in; all committees must report in a 
mouth. 


Move'l to Borrow. 


Mr. Whitaker, ordinances having been 


reached, moved that the city treasurer be 


i instructed to borrow in anticipation of 
taies the sum of §10,OOD at a rate of inter- 
est not exceeding 5 per cent., to be used 
for school purposes. Mr. Whitaker read 
the mayor's recommendation of this or- 
dinance and then went on to explain why 
the passing of such a one was necessary. 
He had just informed the little more than 
quorum and fewer spectators that the 
money was much needed for current 
school expenses for the first three months 
of this year, when President Braeewell 
asked his pardon for interrupting him and 
stated that it was his opinion that the 
council could not act on Mr. Whitaker's 
ordinance. He believed that no appro- 
priation could be made at that time and 
that no money could be borrowed unless 
by a two-thirds vote of the council and 
there were not that number present. Mr. 
Whitaker did not understand that his or- 
dinance was for an appropriation in the 
sense in which the president accepted it, 
and after tbe interruption read from a 
paper that had been given him by sehoo1 


officials a statement of the school finance, 
showing how much is necessary for 
salaries, janitors' salaries, coal, sundries, 
etc. The amount was $9,685.20 aad $10,099 
was asked. He called attention to the 
fact that there was a deficit from last year 
of $700 and said that such a thing should 
never be allowed to occur. Every year's 
bills, he believed, should be paid that year 
and no new administration hampered with 
a past administration's debts in such a. 
way. 


Tbe President'* Opinion. 


President Braeewell 
adhered to his 


opinion regirding the ability of the coun- 
cil to act and asked the council to go slow 
| as it would be establishing a precedent. 


He quoted from section 16 of the charter 
•which says ths council shall appro- 
priate in March or April the amount nec- 
cessrry to meet the expenditures of tbe 
city for the current municipal year. 
He 


aaid that in voting tbe money asked the 


council would not be waiting until the 
proper time and would be going beyond 
the purpose of the section. 
He also 


brought up section 56 which reads: "No 
loan except such as may be incurred in 
anticipation of taxes shall be made except 
upon and after the written recommenda- 
tion of the mayor, male to the council 
and passed by a two-thirds yea and nay 
vote." The president interpreted this to 
mean that no loan could be made unless 
by a yea and nay vote of two-thirds of the 
council. He did not accept that the par- 
enthetical sentence, "except as may be 
incurred in anticipation of taxes,"brought 
the ordinance introduced by Mr. Whitaker 
clearly within the power of the council 
for action upon it. 


Mr. Whitaker believed the 
sentence 


gave the council power because the loan 
he asked for was "in anticipation of 
taxes," the exception the sentence made. 
He said that there was no danger of a bad 
precedent being established in the passing 
of the ordinance. 
The exigencies de- 


manded such action for the old apportion- 
ments could not be touched at the present. 
When the council appropriated 
the 


amount now asked for would be consid- 
ered and would he reckoned in the year's 
appropriations. 
It did not ceem to Mr. 


Whitaker to be in real reason not to 
allow the loan asked for. If is principally 
for the teacher's salaries, so as not to have 
the teachers dependent upon a private 
purse.

Mr. Kearn 
inquired if the ordinance 


covered the appropriation of the sum 
asked for the special purpose for which it 
was intended. The clerk read the ordin- 
ance again and Mr. Kearn could not see 
why it should not be passed so he seconded 
Mr. Whitaker's motion. The president 
was still doubtful as to the council's 
power to act without two thirds of the 
number being present to vote. He ad- 
mitted he might be wron~». Mr. Kearn 
could not accept the president's reason- 
ing and the motion was put and carried. 
The president, after the vote bail been 
taken, said a yea and nay vote was re- 
quired and asked the clerk to call the 
roll. Mr. Farley rose and asked if the 
vote just taken v.~as not a yea and nay 
vote. Further action he considered un- 
necessary. 


Police matters Toiirlied I'poii. 


Mr. Kearn understood it was necessary 


to appoint .1 constable to draw the jury. 
The president alter a talk with the clerk 
announced the constable under the town 
held over until another appointment was 
made. This point was brought up with 
reference to the time to which the coun- 
cil should adjourn. Mr. Cutting stated 
that the committee on police had nothing 
to bring before the council. The presi- 
dent said the mayor was not yet ready to 
communicate on that matter and then on 
motion of Mr. Tiltoa the c:>unci! ad- 
journed until the next regular meeting.

They found the dining hall 
all right, but a small outbuilding near by 
was on lire. The tire was in the easl cud 
of the building and the wind iv.is blowin;: 
strong from the west. Mr. Tower -and 
Mr. Woodbury armed themselves n ith 
heavy clubs and, entering the building, 
they knocked the boards offthe easl end 
and sent them liyiiiK and sissing into tlie 
snow. The live wn.s working about tlie 
caves on the other parts ot'tbe building 
and quite a bole had been burned through 
the floor, but tiy l.v-ly throwing of snow 
it was put out and most of the building 
was saved. 


The origin of the fire is unknown, but a 


lot of boys were skating ou the mill pond 
back of the fair grounds yesterday and it 
is thought they may have had a ;irc in the 
building. This theory is .strengthened by 
the fact that a lot of broken wood wus 
found. It is fortunate that the fire was 
discovered promptly, for if it had got un- 
der headway in such a wind the dining 
hall would probably have been ign:ted 
and from there the fire would easily have 
been communicated to the exhibition 
hall.

A new care for consumption is again 


challenging the attention of the medical 
and invalid world. Not bince Doctor 
Koch's lymph was proven a failure has 
there been such hopes of a cure for dread 
consumption as is aroused today by the 
emincat New York doctor, Cyrus Kdson. 
The new cure is called asepolin. Doctor 
Edson has followed out the line of investi- 
gation indicated by Doctor Koch. He ex- 
amined the operations of nature. He 
found that daring disease tho secretion of 
phenol was largely increased, and judging 
that this was one of nature's devices to 
destroy the germ infection, he set himself 
the problem of how to aid nature. "If 
nature herself provides phenol during dis- 
ease," he argued, "then it cannot be possi- 
ble she will not tolerate tho administra- 
tion of the agent in effective dosage." So 
far as the test has progressed the total 
number of cases reported is 216. Of these 
improvement is reported in 312 cases, and 
no improvement ia four cases. Of the im- 
proved cases, twenty-three liave been dis- 
charged, cured; sixty-six will, in the 
opinion of the attending physicians, be 
discharged cured; and in ninety-one cases, 
while improvement is noted, no definite 
prognosis can be made yet. In thirty-two 
cases the improvement was only tempor- 
ary. Of those in which no improvement 
has been noted, one has died.

Trapperi ID WUconiln. 


American trappers said that the gray 


wolves of upper Wisconsin wore the lar- 
gest til tho United States. They drovo the 
deer u good deal. A pack of seven wolves 
had twice crossed their lines that winter, 
and they had poison out for them. Wolves 
swept across n great deal of country—30, 
40, 60 miles or mure—and did not remain 
local. Tho lynx also traveled a great deal. 
A lynx usually cnme around again in 
about seven days, and the wolves onco Iti 
two or three weeks, though not so regu- 
larly us the lynx. 
The otter also traveled 


a great deal, but was irregular. It would 
sometimes leave the troter courses aud 
travel miles across dry divides to entirely 
iiew country. The best place to trap mar- 
tens was along tho high ridges between 
waterways, and that was best also for 
fishers. 
They often caught fishers, but 


never a wolverene. 


American trappers rated the fox tho 


hardest animal to trap, the wolf next, and 
the otter third. To catch a fox they often 
made a bed of uhaff and got him to lying 
in it or fooling around it, the trap being 
set under the chaff. 
Or a trap was set at 


a place whore several foxes seonicd to stop 
(or a certain purpose. Or a fox could bo 
caught sometimes by putting a bnit a lit- 
tle way ont In the water and then putting 
a pad of moss between tho bait and the 
shore, with the trap hid under the moss. 
Tho fox, not liking to wet bis feet, would 
step on the moss. 


For wolves the usual way was to put 


out poison (strychnine). Often they would 
not touch the poisoned meat. For otters it 
was necessary to use great care, not leaving 
any chips or litter around. Our trappers 
usually caught them either on a slide or 
at a place where they came out of the 
water, not where they went in, as the ottor 
slides with his feet doubled under and 
would be apt to spring the trap with bis 
body. It was a good way to drop a stick 
or limb on the side of the slide, cutting it 
down and letting It fall naturally, so that 
tho otter could not escape the trap so eas- 
ily. The trap should never be set In the 
middle of the slide, hut at one side, as the 
otter's feet are so wide apart and be would 
not bo caught should be spring the trap 
with his body. 


For otters and beavors, if thev were trap- 


ped near deep water, a sliding pole was 
usually used, arranged with the small end 
stuck down into the deep water. Tho ani- 
mal when trapped plunges Into the water, 
and the ring of tho trap chain slips down 
along the pole. The little stubn of the 
trimmed off boughs prevent the ring from 
slipping back up again and the animal is 
drowned. An otter should not be left In 
the water over nine days or tho fur will 
slip. A few days make no difference. All 
traps should bo visited about onco In six 
or eight days.—Forest and Stream. 


The Cook's Mistake. 


A Prairie avenue capitalist, who gained 


the larger part of his wealth in tho saw- 
mill and lumbering industry in northern 
'Wisconsin, Is noted for the vigilance with 
which he watches the small details of his 
big business. As nn example of this char- 
acteristic n story is told of a tour of In- 
spection made by him to his logging 
camps in the pine woods. 


Oc this trip the Chicago lumberman 


was grieved to notice that some of his 
teamsters used too many oats in feeding 
their horses, and was shocked by a fcw 
other evidences of petty extravagance, Uut 
what pained him most was the amount of 
provisions consumed at the camp. Ho be- 
lieved that this was due to tho wasteful- 
ness of the cooks, though such wasto is 
difficult to detect. But tho Chicago man 
soon hit upon an ingenious detective 
ecliome by which he was ablototell wheth- 
er or not the cooks were economical In the 
use of suppllfls. 


At all the camps a pig was kept and 


fed on the scraps from tho woodsmen's ta- 
bles. Aftoi a visit to the pigpen he np- 
proaohed the cook vrith a friendly smile 
and remark* 4: 


"Ah, Antoine, that's a fine, fat pig yon 


have there. Couldn't you just as well feed 
nnothcrf'' 


As Antoine was wise he replied: 
"No, 
We can't keep more than ooo. 


Wo haven't enough scraps." 


At tbo noxt camp the sameqnestion was 


asked the unsuspecting Peter, and ho 
promptly replied: 


'.'Why, yosl We could feed another pig 


just as well as not. Send us one." 


Thou the lumberman found the camp 


foreman ami said: "O'Brien, you will 
havo to discharge that oook of yours. Ho 
cun feed too mauy pigs. "—Chicago Chrou 
iolo.

What their feelings 
wore as they saw darkness settling may 
readily bo conjectured. 


Lifted by tho surging sea and moved by 


the gale, tho vessel had been slowly forced 
farther toward the shore.

Experience told them that they had 
reached her, but that was the only result 
attained.

Congressional Forecast. 


The first business before the senate this 


week probably will be the vote on Senator 
Quay's resolution for tho recommitment 
of the revenue tariff bill to the committee 
on finance. Senator Smith (N. J.) is an- 
nounced to make a speech on the Monroe 
doctrine, and Senator Blanchard on the 
same subject. 


The Hausbrough resolution In regard to 


the distribution of seed by the agricul- 
tural department will, by agreement, be 
taken up early in the week, and it is the 
purpose of the committee on appropria- 
tions to get tho appropriation bills up in 
rapid succession and out of the way as 
soon as possible. Four of those bills have 
already been reported from the committee, 
and others will follow as speedily as the 
committee can turn them out after their 
passage by tho house. 


There will be on effort to secure an ad- 


journment from Thursday until Monday 
to permit the Pacific railroad* committee 
to continue their hearings. It is probable 
that the better part of the week will bo 
piven up to the appropriation bills. The 
Republicans expect to get up the question 
of the senate reorganization toward the 
latter part of the week, and if they succeed 
this will consume considerable time. 


The inteiest, in the Quay resolution is 


enhanced liy the knowlsdore that the vote 
will bo very close. The Republicans ex- 
pect to poll their full vote of 44 members 
for recommittal, and they are not without 
hope that they may pet a vote or two from 
the Democratic side. This claim, is. how- 
ever, vigorously contested by the Demo- 
crats, who say they will have a full Demo- 
cratic and Populist vote against this pro- 
position. 


If they succeed in defeating the resolu- 


tion, the effect will bo to place the sliver 
substitute for tho tariff bill before the 
senate, but it is not expected that it will 
be taken up immediately. Senators in- 
cline to the belief that in no event can 
tho tariff-silver bill bo disposed of within 
less than a month's time. 


Tho general debate on the free coinage 


substitute for the bond bill, which was 
discussed diy and nicht for four days iu 
the house last week, closes today. 
It is 


the general expectation that a vote will be 
reached sometime tomorrow. 


As tn the result, there is no sort of 


duubt. Mr Dingley's motion to nnn-con- 
cur and insist on the houso bill will carry 
by n. vast majority, probably exceeding 
100 if there is a full house. Ir, is not be- 
lieved that Sir. Crisp's motion to concur 
in the free coinage substitute will muster 
over 100 votes. If an opportunity is given 
to concur in the last three sections of the 
bill—to redeem greenbacks in gold or sil- 
ver al tho option of the government, to 
coin the seigniorage and to retire national 
bank notes of a less denomination than 
Sit)—the vote may be close, but it is 
thought that parliamentary manipulation 
will prevent votes except on the main 
propositions. 


The resolution to censure Mr. Bayard 


can be prevented ah any time during ihc 
week, but it may no withheld until the 
pending appropr'ations bills—the agricul- 
tural, army and District of Columbia—arc 
out of the way. 


Katunlii.v'« \VoHk In Conjjrras. 


The debate in the house on tho free coin- 


age substitute ior tin; houso bond bill was 
very spirited Saturday. There were sev- 
eral strong speeches, and one, at least, of 
a somewhat sensational character. Mr. 
Towne (Rei>.. Minn.) claimed, the atten- 
tion of the house and galleries for over an 
hour with nn eloquent effort on behalf of 
free coinage, which won for him a personal 
ovation such as lias not been accorded any 
member since the session began.

speech was illustrated with charts, and 
aroused unbounded enthusiasm among 
the silver forces. 


Mr. Hall (Dem., Mo.), on the other hand, 


announced his conversion to "sound 
miiney" in a rather sensational speech, in 
which he charged that senators who voted 
for free coinage according to "credible 
information" had privately said that they 
believed freo coinage would bring upon 
this country national and individual bank- 
ruptcy anfl roin. He charged them with 
trying to "feather their nests at home," 
and declared that the greatest file of the 
present age was the cowardice of states- 
men.

Detectives Now at Work Upon Some Highly

Indianapolis says that tho Fort Thomas 
murder mystery ia now nearer a solution, 
tlinu it hns been since tho headless body 
ot' Pearl Bryan was found. Lulu liny 
Hollingsworth, one oE Pearl Bryan's girl 
friends, lias been boarding at 1 Henry 
street, and knows a good deal about the 
tragedy. 


Miss Holliugsworth's knowledge of the 


case was brought to light yesterday 
tlirough a letter written by Marshal E. 
Starr of Greenea-sle. Tlio mini who wrote 
tho letter !s H. E. Rati-llff, a traveling 
salesman from Bult'more. lie advised 
Marshal Starr to investigate tlio muLtjr, 
and the marshal arrived at Indianapolis 
yesterday afternoon. Detective Wil.ioa 
was detailed to assist the marshal. They 
called on Miss llolllngsworth. She wag 
not inclined to be communicative at first. 
They then decided to take her to tlio polico 
headquarters and have her questioned by 
Stiperi utoudcnt Colbert. 


While her story is not complete in detail 


it shows that she knows a good deal aboub 
the death of Miss Bryan. Miss Hollings- 
worth says that on tho afternoon of Jan. 
88 she was at the Union station and met 
Miss Bryan. She had visited in tircon- 
oostle, and had become acquainted with 
Miss Bryan there. After the usual greet- 
ings were over. Miss Bryan told her that 
she was in deep trouble. She explained 
Its nature, and said Jackson was responsi- 
ble for hor condition. She said it would 
never do for her people to hear of her dis- 
grace, and she was going to Cincinnati to 
have an abortion performed. She asked 
Miss Hollingsworth the nature of drugs 
used in such cases, and Miss Hollings- 
worth told her what she had heard wus 
good. 


At this point in her story, Miss Hollings- 


TVorth wavered. 
She said that certain 


drugs had been purchased in Indianapolis, 
and that four drug stores were visited. 
She would not tell the names of the drugs, 
bat said that whisky formed a largo pare 
of the mixture. She said the stuff pur- 
chased cost 45 cents. She admitted that 
the stuff was purchased by a woman. 
Miss Hollingsworth said she was ac- 
quainted witli Jackson and Wood, but 
had never met Walling. The same even- 
ing Miss Bryan took a train for Cincin- 
nati. She saw Wood after that. He vis- 
ited Indianapolis the following Friday, 
aud Miss Hollingsworth was at the depot. 
Both of them being acquainted with Miss 
Bryan, they talked about her trouble. 
Wood was on his way to South Bond, Ind., 
and left in a short time. 


Interesting Statements. 


Miss Hollingsworth's manner of telling 


hersrory convinced the officers that she 
was holding something back. She was 
subjected to a most rigid examination, 
and on several occasions she lost her tem- 
per. She said she had not heard of the 
murder until two days ago. She hod no 
idea that it would turn out so bad, and 
said: 
"I nm positive that Pearl was not 


murdered." 


"Well, how do you know?" 
"I know," replied the girl, "but I do not 


propose to tell." 


"Why not?" 
"Simply because I do not intend to in- 


criminate myself. There was nn occur- 
rence between Jackson, Pearl and myself 
that, were I to toll of it, would clear up 
the mystery surrounding her death." 


"Why don't you tell it and set the 


minds of her folks at rest?" 


"For this reason. It would incriminate 


me. However, I do lint propose to see 
these boys hanged, and when the last hope 
is gone I will tell what I know in order to 
save their necks. They did not kill Pearl." 


"How do you know they did not kill 


herf" 


"Because she died by her own hand. I 


have a theory. Pearl took the medicine 
herself. She was in Jackson's room at 
tlie time. It had a different effect from 
what was expected, mid she grew so bad 
that Jackson saw she was going to die. 
He know that it would never do to have 
her die in the house, so he secured a hack, 
and, assisted by Walling, took her across 
the river. She may have died on the way, 
or nmy have been dead before they got her 
out of the room, and their'object in tak- 
ing her there was to hide the crime. When 
near Fort Thomas they cut off her head 
and disposed of it to avoid identification. 
See if ir don't ronie out that way." 


Later MM-< HolHugsworth told the po- 


lice that she bought for Pearl Bryan three 
kinds of drugs at Indianapolis, and w.is 
instructed to buy another drag after she 
reached Cincinnati, but to be carctul of 
it, as it was deadly poison anil would kill 
her if not t;-cil eorrectlv. Miss HullmgT 
\vorth says I hat Po.irl Bryan then said to 
iicr: "I will go to Cincinnati and t.iko 
the stuff, and if it kills me I will be ne.ir 
Jackson, and he will have to swing for it." 


Miss Hollingsworth further nays tl"'t 


Pear! was very bitter toward Jackson, 
who, 
she claimed, was responsible for her 


condition.
